St. Luke’s is a general hospital, organized in 1871 under 
the auspices of the Episcopal Church; but no distinction is 
made between the various nationalities or creeds, its doors 
being open to all. Patients are allowed every facility for 
receiving the consolation of their own churches. 

The hospital is situated on Valencia Street, near the june- 
tion of Mission Street, surrounded by well-kept grounds. It 
is free from the cold winds, fog and noise of other portions 
of the city, while at the same time easily accessible by the 
Valencia Street cars, which pass the door; also by the Mission 
Street line and the San Francisco and San Mateo electric 
cars, which pass within a block. 

The corps of Attending Physicians and Surgeons is com- 
posed of men of known reputation and ability. 

The members of the House Staff are also thoroughly effi- 
client and attentive to their duties. 

The Directors desire especially to bring St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital to the notice of patients from a distance who may desire 
special treatment from surgeons or physicians in the city. 
Such persons can be accommodated as in a hotel, yet have the 
care and comfort of a home, and have their own physicians 
and nurses if desired. 

St. Luke’s Hospital cares for three classes of patients: In 
the first class are those who are able to pay the hospital charge 
for board, nursing and medicines, but are unable to pay for 
the services of a physician or surgeon; in such cases medical 
attendance is furnished by the hospital. The second class 
consists of private patients who select their own physicians 
or surgeons (who may be members of the attending staff or 
not), and who come to the hospital for the accommodations it 
affords. The third class is composed of those who are unable 
to pay anything to the hospital, and are admitted to the free 


beds. 
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All kinds of acute, curable and non-contagious diseases are 
treated in the hospital. Chronic and incurable complaints 
may be received and retained at discretion, but will not be 
permanently provided for. No patients are admitted suffer- 
ine from any ailment that would occasion discomfort to other 
patients. 

All reputable physicians and surgeons are invited to send 
their patients to the hospital, where they may attend them 
without fear of interference. The hospital is always glad to 
assist doctors in obtaining trained nurses. 

Patients sent into the hospital by physicians not on the 
hospital staff cannot be treated by any member of the hospital 
staff except by special request from the doctor sending the 
patient into the hospital. The Board of Directors desire to 
extend every hospitality to the physicians of the community 
at large, and to assure them every attention and courtesy from 
the resident executive and medical staff. Their orders will 
receive the same attention as those of the regularly appointed 
visitine staff. A most satisfactory service is guaranteed to 
any physician or surgeon treating his patients here. 

Complete records are kept of every patient from admission 
to discharge, to enable those physicians and surgeons who so 
desire to obtain ready reference to their cases. 

The operating-room armamentarium is complete. 

The hospital now has a well-organized laboratory, super- 
vised by an eminent pathologist. A resident pathologist 
devotes his entire time to pathological work. 

The tray service of the hospital is supervised by a trained 
dietitian and is all that can be desired. Special diets are 
regulated strictly by the orders of the attending physician.

To the Clergy of. the Diocese of California : 


At a meeting of the Board of Directors of Saint Luke’s 
Hospital, held on Sept. Ist, 1t was resolved that a room be 
set apart in the new Iospital to be known as the ‘‘Bishop’s 
Room.’’ for the use of the clergy of the Diocese or members 
of their families, on the nomination of the Bishop of Cah- 
fornia. and further that beginning with October of this year, 
the Canonical offering for Saint Luke’s Hospital, to be taken 
on the Sunday nearest Saint Luke’s Day, be set apart as a 
fund for the endowment of said room, instead of being used 
as heretofore for current expenses. 

Since last May, Sister Mary occupied a room in the Hos- 
pital for more than four months up to the day of her death. 
Within that same leneth of time four priests of the Church 
have been cared for and the wives of two others for terms 
ranging from ten days to three months. This has been done 
‘in face of the fact that the receipts of the Hospital were not 
sufficient to cover the expenses and it has practically no en- 
dowments. It may be many years before such a room can be 
fully endowed, but in view of what has been done for the 
clergy of the Diocese and members of their families, it 1s 
helieved that more interest will be shown in trying to make 
the offerings for the Hospital greater in the future, with 
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such an object in view, than they have been in the past, when 
said offerings were simply for current expenses. The date 
for the Canonical cffering for the Hospital this year is Octo- 
ber 20th. Trusting that you will announce the above facts 
the Sunday before the offering is taken and to do what you 
ean to interest your people in this object, I remain in behalf

RATES. 


Beds in the General Ward, $2.50 per day or $14 per week. 
Beds with two in a room, $3 per day or $20 per week. 
Private rooms in the wings, $3.50 per day or $21 per week. 
Private rooms in the Mills Building (with special tray 
service), $5 to $7 per day or $30 to $40 per week. 


OBSTETRICAL CASES. 


Especial care is given to obstetrical cases, the charges for 
which are from $3 to $7 per day for the room, which in- 
eludes nursing in ordinary eases. To this is to be added the 
physician’s fee of $25 unless the patient is already under 
the care of a physician, or is in some special need of charity. 


CHARGES. 


The above charges include board, lodging and the attention 
of a nurse on general duty and must be paid weekly in ad- 
vanee. Over-payments will be refunded, but when the ser- 


vice is for less than a week the daily rate will be charged. 
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EXTRA CHARGES. 


Nurses.—Undergraduate special nurses, if one can be spared 
from the Training School, are charged for at the rate of $3 
per day. For graduate nurses the charge must be arranged 
between the patient and nurse directly. A oraduate nurse 
charges $25 per week for women patients and $30 per week 
for men. The hospital charges $7 per week for the board of 
vraduate nurses. 


Medicines and Dressings.—All prescriptions will be charged 
for in accordance with the cost of the materials used. Exces- 
sive quantities of dressings or special dressings other than 
those ordinarily used in the hospital will also be eharged for. 


X-Ray Work.—Charges for X-Ray work vary from $5 to 
#30. The plates are the property of the hospital. Dupli- 
cates or photographs may be obtained. 


Operating Room.—The charge for the use of the operating 
room varies from $5 to $20, depending on the time consumed. 
This charge includes the anesthetist and gas anesthesia 
when needed. 


Pathological Examinations.—Ordinary pathological exam- 
‘nations of blood, urine, sputum, feces, ete., will not be 
charged for. The following class of examinations, however, 
will be charged for: Histological examinations of tissues, 
Wasserman reactions, examinations requiring the inocula- 
tion of guinea pigs, autogenous vaccines, ete. 

Professional F'ees.—The professional fee must be arranged 
between the patient and physician or surgeon and is not in- 
eluded in the hospital charge.

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DESCRIPTIVE SKETCH OF NEW BUILDING. 


The new building is situated on the same property that 
was occupied by the old buildings and is located in a part of 
Sen Francisco which is free to a large extent from the sum- 
mer fogs and is sheltered from the prevailing winds. Being 
situated on a large holding of property, the patients will have 
ample opportunity for being out of doors. 

The frame of the building and the floors are of the best 
reinforced concrete construction, and the exterior walls of 
brick. the exterior being finished in the Gothic style of arehi- 
tecture and will accomodate 150 patients. 

All the interior finish conforms to the best in modern hos- 
pital construction. 

The building as a whole might be deseribed as being com- 
posed of three U shaped portions joined together to make 
one building. Each of these sections is devoted to some dis- 
tinct purpose. The largest and most important is devoted 
entirely to patients and is so arranged that it opens to the 
south so that all of the wards and rooms have either a 
southern, easterly or westerly exposure. The north exposure 
of this section is devoted to the necessary work and accessory 
rooms. At the southerly end of each wing is found a so- 
larium on each floor and on the roof of each is a roof garden. 

On the Valencia Street front is found the second U shaped 
section with a court facing east. One of the wings of this 
section is devoted to a beautifully conceived chapel, while 
the other is given up to the operating rooms, and in the cen- 
ter is found the offices, reception rooms, etc. On the first 
floor of this part is found the main business entrance to the 
hospital. 

On the San Jose Avenue side will be found the part of 
the building housing the power plant, kitchen and dining 
rooms. arranged around another court with westerly expo- 
sure. In this court all supplies coming to the Hospital will 


be received. 
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Between these two last named parts, designated as the 
service portion and the administration portion, is found a 
fourth court intended for the reception of patients coming in 
ambulances, and also for doctors and others coming in auto- 
mobiles. 

The Nurses Home is a separate building running along 
the San Jose Avenue frontage of the property. 

It will thus be seen that the different necessary depart- 
ments of the hospital are kept entirely separate and that 
everything is especially arranged to keep from the attention 
of the patients the disturbing but necessary work of the 
hospital. 

One of the main ideas that has been carried out in the in- 
terior arrangement of the different rooms and wards was 
the idea of minimizing as much as possible the work of all 
employees, especially nurses, and thus insure the best ser- 
vice to the patients at a minimum cost to the hospital, also 
permitting moderate rates to be charged the patients. 

This idea is well exemplified in the location on each floor, 
except the fourth, of three service units. Hach of these units 
is composed (1) of a chart room, containing a nurses’ record 
table, an internes’ history writing table and a medicine chest; 
(2) a work room, containing sink with sterile water taps, 
work table and linen chest, and (3) a utility room, contain- 
ing a bed pan sterilizer, which not only thoroughly washes 
and sterilizes with steam the bed pans, but also sterilizes their 
contents, a large immersion tub, a utensil rack, a work table 
and a combined blanket warmer and drying closet. 

A diet kitchen is provided on each floor, each of which is 
connected with the main diet kitchen by dumb waiter, and 
has every convenience for serving dainty dishes and well- 
cooked meals. Steam tables are provided and also gas ranges 
for preparing dishes that must be served immediately after 
being cooked. In other words, each diet kitchen is really a 
‘‘short-order’’ kitehen, while the main diet kitchen will sup- 
ply all cold dishes and all dishes that can be kept hot without 
detriment. In this way, model trays will be served the 


patients. 
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The same idea of minimizing labor has also been carried 
out in the operating department, so that prompt and efficient 
service can be rendered surgeons during operations, and the 
best interests of the patients conserved. There are, there- 
fore, four operating rooms, with nurses’ work rooms, wash-up 
rooms, surgeons’ dressing rooms, utility rooms and anesthetic 
rooms conveniently located. There is also a medical exami- 
nation room for the convenience of physicians who wish to 
make diagnostic examinations. 

In the basement is provided an engine room and laundry, 
so arranged as not to have the necessary noises of these de- 
partments in any way interfere with the comfort of the 
patients. There is also a complete hydrotherapeutice depart- 
ment, so that patients needing such treatment may be able to 
receive the baths, douches, packs, ete., that may be necessary 
for their cure. 

A department especially arranged for the treatment and 
humane care of acute aleoholics is also located on this floor, 
but is kept entirely separate, so that these cases will not dis- 
turb other patients. 

On the first floor are located the offices, doctors’ reception 
rooms and all the necessary rooms for the proper administra- 
tion of the hospital. In a separate wing is the main kitchen, 
with its buteher shop, vegetable room, bakery and exten- 
sive refrigeration plant. Off the main kitchen is the main 
diet kitchen, with all appliances necessary to supply every 
need. Alongside of this kitchen is the special service kitchen 
for this floor, where the food for these patients is served. 

The patients’ part of this first floor is divided into various 
sized wards and accommodates sixty-four patients. All of 
the wards are large and airy, and there is also provided two 
sood-sized sun rooms and a loggia for pleasant weather, ex- 
tending around three sides of the patients’ court. 

The north exposure is used entirely for work rooms, which 
is true of all floors, so that none of the patients’ rooms have 
a northern exposure. 

On the second floor, in the west wing, 1s the maternity de- 


partment, composed of private rooms, a small ward, nursery, 
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preparation room, delivery room and doctors’ dressing and 
lounging room. In the east wing are private rooms, and 
between the two wings, facing the south, are large private 
rooms with baths attached. On this floor, over the offices, 
are the four operating rooms, with all accessories. Located 
over the kitchen are the dining rooms for nurses and officers. 

The third floor is the same as the second in the patients’ 
part, except that the maternity department is replaced by 
private rooms. On this floor, over the offices, are the X-ray 
and pathological laboratories, while over the kitchen and 
dining rooms are the internes’ quarters. 

On the fourth floor, in the central portion, are large private 
rooms, with baths attached, all having southern exposure. 
Over each wing is a roof garden with wind breaks on the 
westerly sides. The other parts of the building are not e¢ar- 
ried up to this story. 

The Nurses’ Home is a separate building of four stories 
and basement, situated to the north of the main building and 
covering a ground area otf 36 feet by 92 feet. 

In the basement are found rooms for the female employees, 
and also trunk room and private laundry for the nurses. 

On the first floor is a reception room, class room and tea 
room, all of which can be thrown together for reception pur- 
poses, and attached to them is a small pantry. There is also 
provided on this floor a suite with private bath for the 
Superintendent of Nurses, a lhbrary and four bedrooms for 
nurses. 

The second, third and fourth floors are arranged with sep- 
arate rooms for nurses. Hach of these is 10 feet by 13 feet, 
with closet, radiator and wash basin. On the fourth floor, in 


the southern end, is found a dormitory, containing ten beds. 





FORTY-FIRST ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
PRESIDENT. 


To the Members of the Corporation of St. Luke’s Hospital. 


DEAR Sirs: Together with his annual report, the Presi- 
dent, following the custom established for many years, here- 
with submits the reports of the superintendent, treasurer, 
executive committee, resident physician, pathologist and 
and superintendent of nurses, which give complete statistics 
and information concerning the executive management and 
working of St. Luke’s Hospital, for the hospital year. 

During the year ending September 30th, 1912, 1666 patients 
have been treated, as against 1570 for the previous year. 

The total number of days of hospital care were 22,370, of 
which 1802 days were to free patients, as compared to 860 
days in the preceding year. This record is the most remark- 
able, for the reason that during a portion of the time one of 
oun buildings was out of commission while the change of the 
buildines was going on from the old site to the new one. The 
same favorable criticism apples to our income for the past 
year. 

The construction of our new building has been proceeding 
satisfactorily, and. as.rapidly as is advisable to obtain the best 
results. The architect states that he hopes to be able to turn 
over the new building to the direetors early in the coming 
year. 

The cost of the furnishing will amount to $50,000.00, of 
which three-fifths have. been generously provided :by the 
donors of the new building. 

It is a matter of deep regret that none of those who have 
made our new ‘‘St. Luke’s’’ possible will be able to be present 
when the building shall be cpened to the public, on account 
of their absence from the country. 

[ bee leave to eall to your interested attention’ our -most 
pressing needs for the near future: 
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1. A well of water on the hospital property, which will 
require $5,000.00 upon the estimated cost for well, pump, 
tanks and piping. At the present rate we are now paying 
for water, which is likely to be doubled when the new build- 
ing shall be occupied, this sum ean be saved in eighteen 
months. 

2. The money necessary to put the grounds in thoroughly 
oood order when the old buildings shall have been wrecked 
and torn down. 

3. Provision for remodeling the present Administration 
Building, so that it may be used as an Isolation Ward for 
contagious cases. 

4. That some steps be taken to pay the present mortgage 
of $32,000.00 upon the property, the interest on which is 
nearly $1,800.00 a year. Since this mortgage was made we 
have paid out more than $25,000.00 in interest. 

5. And finally, to the effort on the part of each of the 
directors to secure endowments for the hospital that will 
enable ‘‘St. Luke’s’’ to render free service, which is the only 
object for which it exists. 

If these needs shall be met, then very valuable assistance 
will be given to the directors in their earnest endeavor to 
keep ‘‘St. Luke’s’’ in its well deserved position as a_hos- 
pital home of high character, and put it in the very front 
rank as a model institution in every respect. 

Once again it gives me pleasure to acknowledge the indebt- 
edness of the hospital to the visiting and consulting medical 
and surgical staff for their valuable services. 

I also beg leave further to state that the resident physician, 
superintendent of nurses, as well as the various employees 
in all departments of the hospital, have performed their 
duties faithfully and well.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


To the President and Directors of St. Luke’s Hospital. 


GENTLEMEN: During the past year a careful supervision 
has been maintained of the construction of the new buildings. 
These are now so advanced that they will be ready for oceu- 
pancy early in the coming year. 

The cost of maintenance has been so increased that we shall 
be obliged to raise the charges in every part of the new hos- 
pital except the large wards. 

Your committee recommends that By-Law 111, Section No. 
1. shall read as follows: ‘‘The Annual Meeting of the Cor- 
poration shall be held in the Board Room at St. Luke’s 
Hospital, at 2:30 Pp. M., on the Festival of St. Luke the Evan- 
eelist, October 18th, etc.’’ We also advise that an effort be 
made to have the day observed by our Church people as the 
day on which to visit and inspect the Hospital. 

Your committee further recommends the creation of the 
position of storekeeper, to be filled by one who shall make all 
purchases and issue supplies to the different departments 
upon proper requisitions countersigned by the Superintendent. 

We further recommend that the care of the household be 
placed under the Superintendent of Nurses, who shall have 
direction of the maids and porters, and that another Assistant 
Superintendent of Nurses be appointed.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


SAN FRANCISCO, CAu., October Ist, 1912. 
Board of Directors of St. Luke’s Hospital. 


GENTLEMEN: It is again my pleasure to submit to your 
honorable body the annual report of the internal affairs of 
this Hospital. 

During the past year the most important work has been 
the erection of our new building, which bids fair to rival in 
beauty and excellence our most sanguine expectations. The 
corner-stone was laid with appropriate ceremonies on Octo- 
ber 18th, 1911, and it would appear as though the building 
would be completed within a very reasonable time after the 
date set for its completion by the architect. The fact that 
everyone has praised the beauty of the exterior and the 
general plan of the building makes us more confident than 
ever that we will shortly be able to offer to the medical pro- 
fession and the publie the most up-to-date and ideal hospital 
in. the city. 

At the same time we have continued our hospital work in 
the old buildings, in their temporary location, and wish to 
thank our many medical friends for the fidelity with which 
they have continued to honor us with their interest and 
patronage, notwithstanding the many difficulties and incon- 
veniences that have arisen on account of the temporary con- 
dition of many of our present arrangements. 


FINANCES. 


In spite of the above mentioned conditions, it will be seen 
from the appended statistics that we have cared for a larger 
number of patients and have collected more money than last 
year, which is very gratifying. On the other hand, the deficit 
is larger this year than it has been for several years past. 
This is partly explained by the following facts. The prices 


of very many of the staple articles of food and other mater- 
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ials that are used extensively have markedly increased. It 
has net been found as economical to run the hospital in its 
temporary location as was at first expected. Besides this, for 
two months of the year (October and November, 1911) the 
Mills Building was out of commission, and this is our most 
profitable building. You will also note that our charity work 
has cost us considerably more this year than last year. 


RESIDENT STAFF. 


There have been few changes in the House Officers. 

Two new internes came on duty the first of June, Dr. T. 8. 
Long and Dr. W. F. Priestly, and on the first of August, Dr. 
CG. W. Nutting, Jr. 

Miss Randal, Superintendent of Nurses, resigned the mid- 
dle of July to accept a similar position at the Vancouver Gen- 
eral Hospital. Miss Colvin, formerly Operating Room Nurse, 
has been appointed in her place, and Miss Maud Compton, a 
eraduate of our own Training School, has been appointed 
Operating Room Nurse. 


RECORDS. 


By keeping permanent records in the Laboratory we are 
able to submit an accurate report of work done in this depart- 
ment, which will be found following the Resident Physician’s 
Report. We believe that these records will in time be of 
decided value. 

At present we are in process of vetting our X-ray work 
‘nto a similar useful condition, but can make no report as yet. 

The question of the systematizing of diets is also receiving 
attention, so that we may be able to begin work in the new 
Hospital in such a manner that we will not be open to the 
same criticisms as have been made soon after the opening of 
other new Hospitals of this city. Miss Howard, our Dietitian, 
has just returned from a two months’ vacation, which she 
spent in the East, investigating this subject, so that we will 
have at our command the most up-to-date ideas to accom- 
plish our desires. 
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NEEDS OF THE HOSPITAL. 


It is the belief of many people that Hospitals and other 
Charitable Institutions do not make known to the public the 
needs that they may have. 

Let me tell you some of our big, needs. 

Ist. Endowed Beds.—These are needed so that we may be 
able to do more of the charity work for which this Hospital 
was founded. When a person who is familiar with the finan- 
cial standing of Western Hospitals sees for the first time the 
amount of money held as endowment funds by many of the 
Eastern Hospitals he is dumbfounded by the amount. Some 
of them have millions on millions, while I doubt if there is 
one Western Hospital that has even one million of endow- 
ment. St. Luke’s is no exception to the rule. 

Are not Western people as charitable as Eastern? 

We need endowed beds. 

2nd. Larger Nurses’ Home.—The new Nurses’ Home will 
accommodate 56 nurses. When the new Hospital is running 
we will need at the very least 75 nurses. To house the addi- 
tional number would require an additional building, which 
would cost between $20,000.00 and $25,000.00. 


3rd. Rehabilitation of Old Administration Building.— 
This would be used as a Nurses’ Home until such time as a 
new building may be built. This would cost about $2,000.00. 


Later on this building might be converted into a Convales- 


cent Home. 

4th. Sidewalks and Coping—At present there is no side- 
walk on Dunean Street and San Jose Avenue. To provide 
this would cost about $1,300.00. 

5th. Garage.—At present there is no provision being made 
for sheltering autos, which will be extremely inconvenient 
during the winter for visiting doctors. We also expect to have 
an auto ambulance donated to the Hospital, for which we 
must provide shelter. The architect estimates that a garage 
would cost about $7,500.00. 

6th. Rehabilitation of Grounds.—In order to have the 


erounds surrounding the Hospital in keeping with the new 





; 
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building, and also to have them the most useful to the patients, 
they must be artistically laid out with walks, grass and 
flowers. The automobile court and service court must be 
paved. The architect estimates that this would cost between 
$10,000.00 and $15,000.00. 

7th. Well.—We estimate that in the new Hospital we will 
use at least 45.000 gallons of water per day, which, at the 
prevailing Spring Valley rate, would cost about $2,400.00 per 
year. It is impossible to estimate what a well would cost 
capable of supplying this amount of water, as we do not know 
how deep it would have to be sunk, nor whether we would 
strike water at the first attempt, but it is probably safe to 
say that it would not cost over $2,500.00, or just about one 
year’s water bill in the new Hospital. 

There are many minor things that would be received most 
eratefully by the Board of Directors and the Hospital authort- 
ties. We would be pleased to assist anyone desiring to supply 
any of these.

ANNOUNCEMENT 
of the 
TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


The following information is furnished for those who desire 
to enter the Schocl and become Trained Nurses. 

Appheations should be made to the Superintendent of 
Nurses in the handwriting of the applicant, giving age (which 
Is most acceptable between 21 and 30 years), a brief personal 
history, the names and addresses of two persons, not relatives, 
who can certify as to character and capabilities, and be accom- 
panied by the certificate of a physician, in good standing, as 
to physical condition. The form of questions ean be obtained 
on applieation. 

Applications will be placed on file as received, and if con- 
sidered satisfactory, the applicants will be notified when to 
appear at the Hospital. If no answer is received by the appli- 
cant she may understand that the application is not econ- 
sidered, 

st. Luke’s Hospital aims to give a thorough trainine for a 
nurses’ profession and only girls with a good edueation are 
desired. At least one full year’s work in High School, or its 
equivalent, is required and preference will be given to appli- 
eants having higher education. 

The candidate must be prepared to pass a_ satisfactory 
examination in reading, writing, spelling and arithmetic. She 
must be able to pass with at least 75% in these subjects. 

The Superintendent of Nurses has immediate charge of the 
pupils and gives personal attention to their deportment and 
training. 

Candidates are admitted on probation for the first six 
months, when, if accepted, they will sign a written agreement 
to remain in the School three years, which includes the period 
of probation, and to obey its rules; but for inefficiency, mis-

conduct or any other reason deemed sufficient the authorities 
of the hospital reserve the right to terminate the connection 
of any pupil with the institution. 

Probationers may be dropped at any time during their 
probation by the Superintendent of Nurses. The pupil nurses 
receive $5.00 a month after two months’ probation, to be used 
for uniforms, aprons, books and other Hospital expenses. 
This is not considered as wages, as their education is consid- 
ered an equivalent for their services. During the first two 
months of her probation she will not wear the uniform of the 
School, but will provide her own dresses, and she will be pro- 
vided by the Hospital with board, lodging and laundry work. 
She is required to bring with her the following articles: 
Three gingham or calico dresses (not plain light blue), made 
plainly with high neck and long sleeves. One wrapper of 
wash material, fourteen large white aprons, made of bleached 
muslin 72 inches wide, made to meet in the back with a hem 
six inches wide to reach the bottom of the skirt and four 
‘inches from the floor, fastened at the back with two studs 
and with bands two inches wide. A good supply of under- 
clothing plainly made. Every article to be distinctly marked 
with indelible ink with owner’s full name. One shoe bag, 
two bags for soiled linen, black noiseless shoes, one pair of 
scissors and a plain napkin ring. The latter must have the 
full name of the owner. 

During the probation term she will wear the elothing above 
mentioned. If accepted for the full course of training she will 
be required to wear the uniform of the School. 

If her teeth are not in good condition in every respect, they 
must be attended to before coming to the Hospital. Candi- 
dates should be vaccinated within the year previous to their 
coming to the Hospital. 

Each nurse is allowed a vacation of three weeks each year, 
one afternoon a week and part of Sunday. Hours off duty 
each day are arranged for by the Superintendent of Nurses. 
In sickness they are cared for by the Hospital, but receive 
no pay for that time. When sick more than two weeks during 
the whole time of training, the time will be added to their 


term of service. 
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The pupils are required to be punctual, quiet, orderly, neat, 
clean and always obedient to those in charge. 

At the end of each year the nurse must pass satisfactorily 
the required examinations. Failure to do this defers promo- 
tion and either increases the time to be spent in the Hospital 
or causes the connection with the School to be severed. 

If she passes the final examinations before the Examining 
Committee and has complied with all the requirements of the 
Hospital and School, she will be given a diploma and badge 
of the School, showing that she is a graduate of St. Luke’s 
Training School and a competent nurse. 

The management reserves the right to recall these from any 
oeraduate who shall bring discredit upon herself or the School. 

As St. Luke’s Hospital is an institution under the auspices 
of the Episcopal Church, the management requires from the 
nurses that neither by word nor act shall any nurse, while on 
duty, assume any position or express any opinion antagonis- 
tie to the Chureh and its teachings. When their duties will 
permit all nurses are expected to attend the services in the 
Chapel, unless excused by the Superintendent of Nurses. 


COURSE OF TRAINING. 


Pupils are given a thorough course in the theory and prac- 
tice of nursing, principles of cooking, practical diet kitchen 
work, obstetrical nursing and a course in district nursing 
under competent instructors. 

Lectures are given by the attending Physicians and Sur- 
cveons, and the nurses are prepared thoroughly to enter the 
profession of nursing. 

A new Nurses’ Home is being erected, and when completed 
all comforts and conveniences will be found. 

Only those young women who are in earnest and are willing 
to put forth every effort to succeed should enter the School.

Section 1313 of the Civil Cede of this State provides that 
‘‘No estate, real or personal, shall be bequeathed or devised 
to any charitable or benevolent society or corporation, or to 
any person or persons in trust for charitable uses, except the 
same be done by will duly executed at least thirty days before 
the decease of the testator; and if so made at least thirty 
days prior to such death, such devise and legacy, and each 
of them, shall be valid; provided, that no such devises or 
bequests shall collectively exceed one-third of the estate o1 the 
testator leaving legal heirs, and in such case a pro rata deduc- 
tion from such devises or bequests shall be made, so as to 
reduce the aggregate thereof to one-third of such estate ; and 
all disposition of property made contrary hereto shall be void, 
and go to the residuary legatee or devisee, next of kin, or heirs 


secordinge to law. 
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
